ACCORDING TO YOUR FAITH. 


Pernars you will think the subject of early 
piety has been eufliciently discussed. And yet, 
ean we have too mueh light en so important a 
subject? There is the promise, “They that seek 
me early shall find me.” Yet still opinions difier, 
acd many maintain that these early impressions 
are not reliable, these early professions not 
lasting. There is a streng feeling that it is 
petter to go some distance on the wrong road and 
then turn about, retrace your steps, and go on the 
right one, or you cannot be sure you are in the 
right, There is a lingering fecling that it is better 
to have seen and known what a wicked life is, in 
order to appreciate a good one. And we have ob- 
served of parents, that according to their faith it 
has been unto them. 

There was one man of some note, who wrote 
and recorded his epinions on this point. He thought 
young people might be converted and hold out, but 
he had little faith that they would. How was it 
with his children? Just as he expected—they ran 
a courre of wickedness; his sons were fast fora 
little while, and then they turned about and be- 
eame earnest Christians. It was to him according 
to his faith. : 

We knew a good man who maintained that no 
prayer was lost, that it would be answered some 
time or other; and so he laid up prayers for his 
ehildren, and encouraged others to dose. He did 
net wieh to dictate to God when his children should 
be converted g but he waits and expects, and, per- 
haps, it will be to him according to his faith. 

We have known those who believed that God 
would be faithful to his promises, and that faith- 
ful parents would see their children grow up in 
the chureh and never go astray ; and in many cases 
it has been to them also acoording to their faith. 
Why ehould the children of the Covenant even for 
a time be allowed to serve Satan and the world? 

One evil is, we expect too much of yeung Chris- 
tians, that is, more than we look fer in ourselves. 
Look over the church at old professers, and see how 
fur they come up to the standard of holiness. Why, 
I know chureh-members in good and regular 
standing, who are known to be guilty, some one, 
rome another, of a breach of almost every one of 
the tea commandments. We are very sorry, but 
we do not therefore cast them all out of the chureh. 
Our standard for young people is very high. Per- 
haps this was an extreme case, but many are almost 
as inconsiderate. A boy applied for admission to 
a church, and gave good evidence of fitness for 
the profession. One eld deacon alone doubted. He 

- was eonver'ed late, his children were converted late, 
(according to their faith), and he doubted. “ Better 
te wait, better to wait.” But the minister was sat- 
isfied, and the other deacons, and the boy’s parents, 
who after all were the best judges. On Sanday he 
was received to the communion. On Monday the old 
deacon came in, in great distress: “There, I told 
youso,I told yeu so.” “Well, what?” “Why, 
there’s that boy, George Jomes, went to the com- 
munion only yesterday, and here to-day he is 
sliding down hill!” 

The deacon evidently looked only to one prom- 
ise, that “ the child should be born a hundred years 
eld,” not only in grace but in years, and at ‘once 
put away childish things. We must not expect 
too mueh ef young people; we are not to set them 
Within the church and say “there now, you are 
safe;” but to receive them as children, to be nour- 
ished and ‘o grow in faith and holiness. We all 
need to grow ; it is the very evidenee of our Chris- 
tian life. 

Thad atree in my garden which had been planted, 
and which lived. Year by year it put outa few 
leaves and gave proof that it was not dead, but it 
did not grow ; it showed neither flowers nor fruit. 
There was q cause for this, and I examined the 
feots; the soil was poor and thin, afd large stones 
had been left in the way. These were removed, 
the soil enriched, and then the tree, properly nour- 
ikhed, grew rapidly and brought forth fruit 19 per- 
fection. It gave proof of life, ylgorous and health- 
fal. 

Let us encourage this idea of grewth in ourselves 
and im eur children ; it is the true Bible notion. 
Let we receive them into the church when they are 
disposed to come ; let us believe that they can set 
out right in the journey of life without first going 
wrong; let us believe the promises of God to our- 
selves and eur children in all faithfulness; and 
“according to our faith” shall it be unto us.

sake of the fugitive dream. Shall I tell you that I 
bear this melancholy situation with that meritori- 
eus constancy and resignation which most people 
beast of? No; for I really cannot help it. I bear 
it because I must bear it, whether I will or no. I 
think ef nothing but killing time the best way I 
can, now that he has become wine :nemy. It is 
my resolution to sleep im the age during the 
remainder of my journey.” 

Who has net heard of Madame de Pompadour, 
that marvelous woman who, for twenty years, 
swayed the destinies of France? She was the 
daughter of a citizen of Paris, and the wife of a 
wealthy financier. Possessed of unusual powers 
ef fascination, she determined to win the heart 
of that voluptuous king, Louis XV. She at 
tracted his attention. He sent for her; and she 
abandoned her devoted husband, asd became his 
favorite and the mistress of Versailles. The king 
bestowed upon her the title of Marchioness of 
Pempzdour. -She was ambitious, and easily 
usu ped the royal preregative. She sent those 
who displeased her to the Bastile; she distaissed 
ministers of state; she made cardinals, declared 
war, and made peace. A jest of Frederic II. at her 
expense is said to have been the origin of the 
Beven Years’ War. Finding her beauty fading, 
and fearing she might lose the heart of the king, 
she resolved to put all rivalry at a distance by that 
abomination, the Pare aux Cerfs. The s‘orm of 
revolution was slowly gathering. She had the 
sagacity to sce it, and used to remark, “Apres nous 
le deluge.” This guilty womar, whose wretched 
government did so much to hasten that awful 
human tragedy, the French Revolution, became 
most wretched in the decline of life—the very ob- 
jects for which she had sacrificed her honor be- 
coming disgusting and hateful. Listen : 

“ What a situation is that of the great! They 
only live in the future, and are only happy in hope ; 
there is no peace in ambition! 1 am always 
gloomy, and often so unreasonably. The kindness 
ef the king, the regards of courtiers, the attach- 
ment of my domestics, and the fidelity of a large 
number of friends—motives like these, which 
ought to make me happy, affect me no longer. . . . 
I have no longer an inclinatien for all which once 
pleased me. I have caused my house at Paris to be 
magnificcntly farnished ; well, that pleased me for 
two days. My residence at Belle-vue is charming; 
and I alone cannot endure it. Benevolent people 
rela‘e to me all the news and adventures of Parl : 
they think | listen, but, when they have done, I 
ask them what they said. Ina word, I do not live, 
T am dead before my time. I have no interest in 
the werld. Everything conspires to embitter my 
life. I have imputed to me the public misery, the 
misfortunes ef war, and the triumphs of my enemies. 
1 am accused of selling everything, of disposing of 
everything, ef governing everything... . Pais 
hatred and this general exasperation of the nation 
_. me exceedingly; my life is a continued

OUR LONDON LETTER. 


Lonpon, June 3d, 1864, 
To THz EpIToRS OF THE INDEPENBENT : 

THE month of anniversary meetings is over, and 
Exeter Hall is now deserted by the philanthro- 
pists, and eyen in a great measure by the concert- 
going folk, for the performances of the Sacred’ 
Harmonic Society have terminated for the season, 
and Mr. Costa has transferred his baton—the 
mightiest scepter wielded in our musical world— 
to the Italian Opera exclusiv'y. The parliament- 
ary session, too, is dull, and political life is, for the 
mcment, utterly stagnant. Mr. Gladstome’s speech 
on the necessity of largely extending the suffrages 
to our working-classes created a great momentary 
sensation ; but, as the reactionary party know that, 
so long as Lord Palmerston remains at the helm, 
their exclusive privileges are safe from the rude 
hands of the Parliamentary Reformers, there is no 
dispesition to prolong a controversy which would 
only throw our eloquent Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer more and more inte the arms of the great 
popular party. Still they taunt him with being 
an ally of Cebden and Bright, as if that -were some- 
thing for which he need be ashamed. The trath is 
that these great men, and the principles which they 
advocate, consiitute the future hepe of England. 
If their veices were hushed, and their Views of publie 
policy scouted by the intelligent portion of the na- 
tion as they are derided both by Whigs and Tories, 
I should despair of my country. Take the debate 
en China, which has enlivened our parliamentary 
discussions during the past week, as an example 
both of their wisdom and moderation, and of the 
influence they exert over the current of public 
events. They have always protested against our 
fillibustering policy in the East, and more espe 
cially against these sanguinary and intermeddling 
proceedings in China which have completely dis- 
organized that vast empire and rendered the Tar- 
tar dynasty helpless in its attempts to make head- 





after doing all that great armies and gre 

could do to weaken the central authority at Pekin, 
we now turn reund and deluge whole provinces 
with blood for no other ostensible object than to 
maintain and strengthen the government we have 
done our best te cripple and overthrow. Thisab- 
surd and criminal policy has not made the throne 
of the Brother of the Moon one degree more secure. 
and it has not contributed to render the paymeut o! 
the indemnity at all more eertain ; while it is fast 
converting the once friendly Taepings inte ene- 
mies of the English race, threatening to affect very 
seriously the exporiation of silk, and placing bur- 
thens upon the backs of an over-taxed people 
which will not be compensated for by any 
proportionate increase of trade. A fatal pel- 
icy this, even if viewed from the lowest 
platform on which human actions can be 
judged. But the masterly speech of Mr. Cobden, 
exposing the entire iniquity, and the vigorous pro- 
test ef Mr. Bright, backed up as they were by 
common-sense petitions on both sides of the House. 
have had the effect of rendering a continuance ef 
this state ef things impossible ; and, mainly through 
the instrumentality of these two stal wart champions 
of a Christian morality, England will be saved 
from the attempt te govern a third of the human 
race. 

Having just returned from a brief visit to [re- 
land, I may be excused a passing referencé to the 
condition and prospects ef that interesting but un- 
happy country. Probably ninety-nine English- 
men out ef every hundred know as much about the 
sister isle as they did some two years ago concern- 
ing the causes of your great war. In their eyes, 
Jreland was given up to agrarjanism and disloyal- 
ty, and those who were not engaged in shooting 
landloids were being shot at. Even if this were 
the truth, it never occurred to them that there must 
be something radically wreng in thé government 
of a country in which the people had become so 
hopelessly desperate. I must confess, too, that I 
was ashamed of my own ignorance when, last 
week, I stood in the Dublin Exhibition of Irish 
Manufactures, and found myself surrounded by the 
trophies of Irish art and industry. For what met 
the eye in that noble collection of the products of a 
poor and misgovernel people? Linens and cam- 
bries ef exquisite texture, from a thousand busy 
looms; woolen goods, equal to any which the 
west of England can produce; dainty laces, 
made by the poverty-stricken but bright- 
eyed girls of Limerick; poplins, woven with 
a skill which Norwich cannot match, and fin- 
ished with a gloss which American as well as 
English ladies know how to appreciate ; minerals 
of all kinds, which speak of the existence 
of [treasures which the soil has yet to yield to 
the adventureus capitalist and miner; pictures, 
which show that Ireland has many artists who re- 
flect honor upon their country’s name ; and a host 
of other things of which space forbids the mention. 
The linew manufactures were happily never in a 
more flourishing state. There has been a great ex- 
tension of existing enterprise, and new looms are 
being constantly set to work. If the great land- 
lords of Ireland had done their duty, as the manu- 
facturers of the province of Ulster have performed 
theirs, the southern and western regions of the 
island would not now be undergoing the precess 
of depopulation. When attending the opening 
ceremonial of the exhibition, and listening to the 
sublime strains of the hymaz which Dr. Waller had 
written and Dr. Stewart had composed in praise 
“of labor, and in reverent homage of labor’s king, 
I looked among the gay and glittering throng for

“Dramatis Persone”—was published this week.

OUR WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENCE. 


WASHINGTON, June 27th, 1864. 

Tue Senate closed its Saturday’s proceedings 
with a sharp personal debate between Messrs. 
Conness, Fessenden, Trumbull, and others. The 
Senate was considering one of the masy important 
bills which have been reported during the present 
Congress, which give large sums of money to pri- 
vate interests and individuals, and Mr. Fessenden 
stated that it was urged through Congress by a 
strong lobby influence. I know nothing respect- 
ing the faets in this particular case, but Mr. Feasen- 

den’s charge reminded me of the remark of a Re- 
publican member ef the House, a few days since. 
He caid: “I am astounded at the conduct of some 
of our friends here. They are flinging hard words 
at the Copperheads and talking about patriotism, 
yet they are themselves bringing ruin on the coun- 
ury by their vetes. They throw away the money 
in the Treasury, as if there was no limit to our 
ability to borrow or manufacture. Every job 
which éan be thought of finds a plenty of support- 
ers; and even old jobs, which have been rejected 
for a dozen years, come up again now with pros- 
pects of success!” 

There is toe much truth in hisstatements. I am 
well aware that, to be popular, it is necessary to 
withhold all criticism upon this subject ; but mean- 
while thé nation floats downward té the ea of 
bankruptcy. It is impossible for me to write as 
strougly as Mr. Chase speaks upon this subject. 
Does he understand the financial condition of the 
country ? or do the men who are voting thé pub- 
lic money by millions upon unnecessary projects 
understand it better ? 

Many of the private projects before Congress 
are well enough in themselves, but this is not the 
time to agree upon them. For a dozen years and 
more Congress has refused to appropriate money 
te Dr. Morton, of Boston, as the discoverer of 
ether ; yet this winter the Committee of Ways and 
Means recommend that $200,000 be given to him! 
It is proposed to give half a million dollars te cer- 
tain parties to construct a telegraph to the Amoor 
river. Immense sums are spent on overland-mail 
contracts, Pacific railroads, and the completion of 
public buildings. This policy, it seems to me, isa 
ruinous one, and will ere long overthrow the Re- 
publican party, which the people hold responsible 
for these extravagant expenditures. 

The House failed to pars the constitutional 
amendment by a majority of two-thirds, and, as was 
expected, it falls to the ground. The issue, how- 
ever, is a grand one for the campaign. A number 
of Democrats (so called), who voted against the reso- 
lution, are uneasy, because they fear it will cost them 
a defeat beforc the peeple next Fall. The House 
passed the Senate bill repealing the Fugitive Slave 
bill of 1850, and went still further, rebuking 
the senators who seem determined that slave- 
catching, in some shape, shall find an excuse upon 
the statute-book. The House also repealed the law 
of 1798, to the surprise of even some of the gentle- 
men who voted for the amendment. 

Upon the whole, this Congress thus far has taken 
bold ground upon all questions connected with 
slavery. “Conservatism” is not among its faultsor 
weaknesses. There are a few half-hearted Repub- 
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they stand in fear of the sentiment of the nation 
and vote correctly. 

An incivent has recently come within my knowl- 
edge which illustrates the honesty of the common 
peeple of New England. If the eontrast be too 
strosg between the standard of honesty established 
in Washington and that which finds form with the 
farmers and mechanics of the country, it is net my 
fault. The Hon. Poitus Baxter, M. C., from Ver- 
mont, a few days since received a letter from one of 
bis constituents, from which I make the follow- 
ing extract : 

“Charles C. Hartwell, of Berlin, enlisted and was mus- 
tered into the service, and at that time received $25 of his 
bounty. He was afterward killed in battle, and I made an 
application fer the arrea)s of pay and bounty. Second Audit- 
er Fiench sent me an order upon a paymaster for $100 
bounty. Net knowing but it was right, { pot the order 
cashed, and paid the money to Mrs. Hartwell. She after- 
ward called on me, and informed me that sne thought there 
was a mistske about the bounty-money—that she had an im- 
pression that her husband received $26 in advance. She de- 
sired me to write to the Depa:tment and ask for an investi- 
gation, andif there was any mistake, she wished to pay back 
the mone: I wrote to Mr. French, and it turned out there 
was a wistake, and then wrote to Mrs, Hartwell, and she 
has sent me the $25, which Tivclose to yeu, and take the 
liberty to request that you will deiiver it yourself to Mr. 
Freneh. Please give me a receipt, taat { may show Mrs. 
Ha:twell that her desire is answered.” 

Doubtless a disciple of Buckle would account for 
this specimen of Vermont honesty by reference to 
the pure breezes, the glorious hills, and the —- 
temperature ef that section of the country ; and he 
would ascribe the easier, looser habits and principles 
of Washington to the filthy streets, the clouds of 
dust, and the long-continved “heated terms” ehar- 
acteristic of the place. But it strikes me that the 
Northern stranger was right, and hit the moral de- 
ficiency in the eye, when he said, “ There is but one 
thing lacking among the politicians of Washington 
—they do not seem to believe in the existence of 
God!”

THE WAR. 


GENERAI. GRANT ACROSS THE JAMES RIVER. 


Last week’s record of the Army of the Potomac, 
closing on Saturday, June 11th, left our forces rest- 
ing on the Chickahominy river, with the t body 
ef the enemy in front, and Richmend not far 
eff. No further information of the movements 
ef the army was suffered to appear until Wed- 
nesday, June 15th, en which day an official bul- 
letin from Secretary Stanten announced that 
Grant was across the James river. So that the 
extreme quiet of the intervening days was only the 
prelude to the news of one of the most remarkabie 
pieces of strategy that even this wonderful cam- 
paige of Grant's has yet developed. In silence 
and with marvelous speed, deceiving the enemy 
to the last y leaving a strong picket-line behind, 
Grant moved his whole army across the Chicka- 
heuiey Ae pa:sed/a large part of it over the James, 
not only before Lee was able to prevent the move- 
ment, but before he had become aware of the im- 
portance of the maneuver in progress. 
From this point began a most critical period of 
the campaign—the result of which still remains 
uneertain as thi eet goes to press. Grant broke 
_— the Chickahominy en Sunday night, June 
12th—General Smith’s corps marching to the White 
House, and there embarking on transports for 
Bermuda Landing; Wright and Burnside movin 
to @harles City, on the James; and Hancock an 
Warren starting for Wilcex’s Landing, on the same 
river. On Monday, June 13th, at 5+ P.m., General 
Grant telegraphed to the War Department that his 
headquarters were esiablished on the James, at 
Wileox’s Landing, and that the troops weuld be- 
the passage of the river on the following day. 
ardly twenty-four hours, therefore, had been oc- 
cupied in this masterly change of base, which at 
once gave Grant the James river as his source of 
eupply and threw his army toward the south of 
Richmond, where the rebel defenses are less 
formidable than the almost impregnable works 
erected by the rebels with indinite pains on the 
north and north-east of their capital. was 
General Grant recites what he did.in the modest 
style of the following dispatch : 

“Our forces drew out from within fifty yards of the 
enemy’s entrenchments at Cold Harbor, made a flank move- 
mext of abu ut fitty-five miles march, erossiog the Chicka- 
hominy and James rivers, the latter two thousand feet wide 
and thirty-four feet deep a1 the point of crossing, and sur- 
prised the enemy's rear at Petersburg. This waptons with- 
out the loss of a 7 or piece of artillery, and only about 


one hundred and fifty stragglers were picked up by the 
enemy. 


“In cevering this move, Warren’s corps and Wilson’s 
cavalry had frequent om ye ¢ with the enemy, each ios- 
ing from — to sixty killed and wounded, but iaflicting an 
equal, if not greater, loss upon the enemy.” 

The rebel leader, however, fertile in expedients 
and ready for emergencies, appears to have lost no 
time in following Grant down te the James, and 
in re-enforcing Beauregard, whose forces began to 
be preseed by our advancing troops—all of whom 
passed the river on Tuesday, June 14th. On Wed- 
nesday, 15th, General Smith attacked the outer de- 
fenses north-east of the city of Petersburg, with 
fiiteen thousand men, and carried the first line af er 
adesperate fight. In this engagement the negro 
troops covered themselves with glory, as the fol- 
lowing extract from one of the Secretary of War’s 
official dispatches will show : 

“ The hardest fighting was done by the black 

forts they stormed were the worst o} au. an ae an 
was over, General Smith went te thank them, and tell them 
he was proud of their courage and dash. He says they caan- 
not be excelled as soldiers, and that hereafter he will send 
them in a difficuit place as readily as the best white troops.

The night following this capture 

Smith's force was joined b the Third Gores eee 
in turn captured more of the enemy’s redoubts fur- 
ther south, and this corps was followed by the 
Ninth, which carried two more redoubts on the 
— (Saturday), capturing 450 prisoners and 4 
Nor was Lee idle all this time. General 
reported on Saturday that “ the enemy, in coven 
deavors to re-enforce Petersburg, abandoned their 
entrenchments in front of Beek Hundred. They, 
no doubt, expected troopg fréni agrth of the James 
river to take their place before we discovered it. 
Butler took advantage of this, and moved a force 
at olice upon the railroad and plank-road between 
Richmend and Petersburg, which I hope to retain 
poseession of.” This atvempt by Butler was suc- 
ceseful ; several miles of the Petersburg and Rich- 
mond railroad having been effectually destroyed. 
The fighting was resumed with fearful desperation 
on Saturday afternoon, (18th). Our troeps advanced 
to within about a mile in front of Petersburg, 
where they found the enemy occupying a new line 
of entrenchments, which, after successive assaults, 
we failed to carry. Theslaughter in these repeated 
conflicts was very great; our casualiies being re- 
ported at 8,000, with probably nearly an equal 
number of theenemy. The latter, however, were 
protected by their entrenchments,, On Sunday, the 
rebels still held Petersburg. 

Dispatches from General Grant’s headquarters, 
dated on Monday, June 20th, state that Burnside 
succeeded in gaining decided advantages on Satur- 
day, and that skirmishing took place on Sunday. 
Our lines were close to those of the enemy. 

SHERIDAN’S LATEST CAVALRY EXPEDITION. 

General Sheridan stirred up the rebels west of 
Richmond while Grant was outwitting them in 
front. On the 7th inst., our cavalry force crossed 
the Pamunkey river ; @n the 10th, reached the North 
Anna, and crossed both its branches; and, on the 
lith, attacked and routed the enemy near Trevilan 
Station. On the morning of the 12th, Sheridan 
commenced destroying the Gordonsville and Char- 
lottesville railroad—and did it. He adds, in his re- 
port: 

“The cestruction of the railroad occupied until three

SHERMAN STILL ACTIVELY ENGAGED. 

General Sherman reported on the 19th instan 
(Sunday) that Johnsion’s army gave way on the 

revious night, in themidst of darkness and storm ; 

ut the first repert was corrected in so far as it re- 
late to the withdrawal of the enemy’s whole force, 
No battle has occurred. 

"Lhe rebel General Bishop Leonidas Pelk, form- 
erly Episcopal bishop of Louisiana, was killed in 
one of the numerous engagements of Sherman 
with Johnston. 


GEN. STURGIS AND HIS BRAVE BLACK SOLDIERS. 


Another glorious tribute to the quileaty of the 
black soldier comes to us from the defeated and 
shattered column of General Sturgis. It appears 
that — command, consisting of three thou- 
sand cavalry, five thousand infantry, and sixteen 
pieces of artillery, sent out from Memphis a few 
days ago, encountered a large rebel force on the 
1¢th instant, under command of Forrest, at Gun- 
town, on the railread running south from Corinth, 
Mice., and afier a severe fight, in which our oss in 
killed and wounded was heavy, our forces were 
worsted—owing a successful retreat to the bravery 
of the colored troops, whose conduct is thus re- 
ported: 

“ after the ammunition had become exhausted, many of 
negro troops boarded the ammunitien train as it was about fo 
be destroyed, and filled their bosoms and peckets with car- 
tridges, and others of the negro troops gathered ammunition 
from the castaway accouterments of the white troops, and 
thus were enabled to keep up the fight until they reached 
Memphis. 

“One body of sixteen hundred infantry, which were cut 
eff and supposed to have been captured, were defended by 
two hundred negro troops from the repeated assaults of the 
rebel cavalry, and arrived at Collierville soon after the main 
column of our forces arrived there 

‘Anetter body of three hundred negro troops eseaped by 
various roads, all bringing their arms and accouterments 
with them.” 

General Sherman, having received the news of 
Sturgis’ defeat, reports that he bas already made 
arrangements to repair Sturgis’ disas'er,and placed 
General A. J. Smith in command, who will resume 
the offensive immediately. 

On Friday, June 10th, the rebel Gen. Wheeler, 
with a large force of cavalry, appeared at Calhoun, 
on the railroad between Chattanooga and Sher- 
man’s army, and for a day threatened our com- 
munications, but were finally driven off. 


REBEL BARBARITY AT CHARLESTON—RETALIA- 
TION. 

On the 15th instant, General Foster notified the 
War Deparment that the rebels in Charleston had 
sent five captured federal generals to Uharleston, 
to be retained there under fire. General Foster 
vainly protested against this cruel act, and then re- 
ferred the case to our Government. Secretary 
Stanton Saemeen published the information, 
with the following remark appended : “ This de- 
partment has issued a retaliatory order, transfer- 
ring to Gén. Fester an equal number of rebel gen- 
erat officers, to be treated in the manner proposed 
as long as our officers are exposed in Charleston.” 


, MISCELLANEOUS. 


President Linceln visited the Philadelphia Sani- 
Fair last week, and made a short speech, in 
which the following passage occurred : 

“It is a pertinent question: When {s this war toend? I 
denot wish to name a day when it will end, lest tne end 
should not come atthe given ttme. We acce this war— 
we did not begin it. (Oeafening appl e pted it 
for an ebject, and when that object is accomplished, the war 
will end; and I hepe to God it will never end untli that ob- 
ject is acccmplished, (Great app } We are going 
through with our task, so far as I am comcerned, if it takes 
us three years lenger.” 

—Andrew Johuston, Union candidate for Vice 
President has accepted the nomination. He made 
a stiff emancipation speech at Nashville, on the 17th 
instant. 

—tThe site for a battle-monument at West Point, 
in memory of the regular officers killed during this 
war, was dedicated at West Point, on Wednesday, 
15th instant. 

—Twelve thousand rebel prisoners are to be sent 
to Elmira, N. Y. Barracks are preparing for 
them. 

—An explosion of signal-rockets at the U. 8. 
arsenal in Washington, on the 17th, caused the 
death of twenty-two girls and women. 

—Vallandigham having returned to Ohio, the 
Copperhead Bate Convention of Illinois has voted 
to stand by him. 

—In accordance with the provitions of the act 
of Congress recently passed, authorizing the estab- 
lishment of ocean mail steamship service between 
the Uni‘ed States and Brazil, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral has advertised for proporals. Twenty round 
trips are to be performed annually for a term of 
ten years, commencing on or before the first of 
September, 1865. 

—Justice is at last done to our colored troops by 
the new army appropriation bill, which is now a 
law. It gives black soldiers complete equality with 
white soldiers in regard to uniform, clothing, arms, 
equipments, camp equipage, rations, medical and 
hospital attendance, pay, and emoluments.

MAXIMILIAN has signalized his “accession” by 
recalling Santa Anna to Mexico, and making hin 
field marshal of the new-fiedged empire. A ship 
of war is to be sent from Vera Cruz to Havana, to 
convey the ancient enemy of the Mexican liberties 
to his new place of honor. It is reported that the 
loyal Mexican General Doblado has been defeated 
by the traitor Mexican Mejia, with heavy loss

THE GOVERNMENT CREDIT. 





Were remarkable success which has attended the 
Jastattemp of Mr. Cha:e to effect a public loan isa 
most gratifying proof of the confidence with which 
his financial management has inspired the people. 
To read the speculations of some of eur own 
“amoney-writers,” as well as those of Great Britain, 
it might be inferred that the nation was en the 
verge of bankruptcy, with a moral certainty of the 
public debt being repudiated ; but the nature of the 
‘Bids for the seventy-five million loan shows how 
‘difficult it is to convince the people that white is 
‘black when they have an epportunity of judging 
for themselves. Nothing has so disappointed 
the expectation of moneyed men and specu- 
‘lative money-writers as the financial results 
efthe war. The utter failure of the Government 
toe proseeute a war for the suppression of the re- 
bellion, frem an impossibility of negotiating loans, 
‘was a peril on which all the European financial 
‘authorities, as well as our own money-editors, came 

te a perfect agreement. It would be a very in- 
strustive and amusing study to read over at the 
present day some of the articles published in our 
e@wn papers, as well as these published in The 
Times, The Economist, and other British journals, 
three years ago, om the financial difficulties which 
weuld beset our Government. No such prophe- 
‘gies were uttered as respected the South, whose 
ectton-fields weré to furnish unlimited means 
for prosecuting their fratricidal war. One of 
ow own financial writers, whose brilliancy 
ef style secured many believers in his specious 
theories, after writing a pamphlet to prove the 
impossibility of our Government effecting a loan 
in Ewepe, and to show the fallacy of looking 
fer financial support at home, took his departure 
from what he supposed was the doomed North, to 
seek a home in the more prosperous South. A 
few months, however, convinced,him of his error, 
and he was very glad to get back, but only to per- 
sist in predicting ruin as before. But these proph- 
ets of evil are a class upon whom facts produce 
mo impression. They argue upon hypothesis in a 
case where facts alone are of any value. The as- 
sumption that it would be necessary to cross the 
Atlantic for a loan has long since been proved 
utterly baseless; and all the predictions 
ef a lack of confidence on the part of the 
peeple in the ability of the Government to meet 
its financial obligations have been as triumphantly 
disproved as the Southern predictions that the 
peeple of the North would never fight. In what 
mere satisfactory manner could both of these rebel 
assumptions have been answered than during the 
past week by the conduct of our armies in Vir- 
ginia, and the response of the people to Mr. Chase's 
preposal for a new loan of seventy-five millions of 
dollars. Three years ago, in April, 1861, when the 
Secretary of the Treasury advertised for a loan, 
bearing interest at six per cent., the highest bids 
ranged frem two to six per cent. below par, and 
finally the loan was effected, through the aid of the 
@hamber of Commerce, at about fifteen per cent. 
below par, and now, without any assistance from 
banks or cerporations, there are veluntary bids to 
the full amount required, ranging from par to ten 
per cent., in sums varying from five hundred to five 
hundred thousand dollars. These bids, coming from 
all parts of the loyal States, from savings banks, in- 
wuranee companies, judiciary agents, banking 
heusee, and merchants, show in a remarkable 
‘manner hew firm this faith of the people is in the 
rectitude of the Government, and the ability of its 
Suancial officer. 
In a case where the Secretary has met with such 
signal success, it would seem to be altogether super- 
‘fluows to suggest any better mode of procceding ; 
bat we think it must strike every one that it would 
be better, both for the interests ofthe Government 
aad the satisfaction ef the people, ifa minimum 
premium had been fixed upon by the Treasury 
Department, instead of leaving the rate of premium 
epen to cempetition, and then deciding on the 
minimum rate after the bids had all been made. 


BANK STOCKS. 





A vEry large amount ofcapital, from the eountry, 
ie now invested in our leading city banks, and for 
that reason we have kept our readers alvise] from 
time te time cf their standing. It must be obvious 
to every one that these institutions are now making 
more money than ever before. Their deposits are 
perfectly enormous, and there are but few which 
have not more than double their capital drawing 
interest. Some ofthe large banks are making, nett, 
more than one percent. per month. This we know 
to be a fact. Hitherto, the small banks have made 
2 larger percentage of profits than the large ones. 
This, is not now however, the general rule. 

We sce no special reason why so large a re- 
serve of gold should still be held by these cor- 
peratienr. It is so much dead capital, worth 
mo mere really than so much brass, or iron, 
or copper. They neither receive it or pay 
it out, except by special arrangement. Why thea 
keep it? Why not sell it to the gold gamblers, 
giving them for once all they can stagger under. 
Biyery bank, of course, should keep itself strong in 
available resources, to pay promptly all demands 
which ean be made upon it. Whatever their calls 
may be, they do net expect to pay out specie, but 
greenbacks. We should advise them, therefore, to 
sell their gold, er a very large portion of it, at the 
present rates of premium. Sueh a step, it must be 
admitted, would make them stronger, net weaker. 
Praetically, ene million in greenbacks would go 
just as far as the same amount in coim. No 
one dreams that gold can remain at present 
quotations when Gencrals Grant and Sherman 
shall have soundly whipped the rebels. 
The price must, ere long, rapidly fall, and we 
are in favor of having the loss fall on. the Copper- 
head speculators, rather than on the loyal institu- 
tions which have so nobly sustained the Govern- 
ment. We held that a bank should do just what 
any sound business-man would do. © There is not a 
merchant er millionaire in New York who would 
heard gold as our banks are now deing. They 
would promptly sell it, and invest the proceeds 
in greenbacks. 

It is generally believed that most of the banks 
will increase the amount of their semi-annual divi- 
dends in July. Scarcely one, it is believed, will 
pay Jess than four per cent. to their stockholders, 
while a large number will pay five, or more, In 
some cases an extra dividend may be made. F 

We advise the helders of bank stocks not to part 
with such securities at presemt quotations; for we 
think we sce unmistakable signs of a large ad- 
vance in price, and that at no distant day. 


PREMIUM ON GOVERNMENT LOANS. 


WE most heartily approve of what the Hoening 
~~ says in cg to “ fixing 9 rate of premium” 
on Government leans. At par, or above, ne bill 
should be refused. If it is Teteed thn and. best 
te fx minimum limit above par for money, it 
should be 80 stated, by public advertisement, at the 
outset. It then would be understood. We admit 
that in this particular instance there may be private 
and good reasons why, in the late loan, all bids at 
ese than four per cent. premium should be rejected 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. But the public 

> will never be satisfied with any such preceedure, 
‘That there are two sides to this question, the fo}. 
lowing from the Hvening Post plainly shows : 

“The new lean, for is 
at four per cent., but fey, tend thay tens 
speculators) advise that he should reject the offers 
below that rate. But we advise him to do no sueh 
bm stvies Lhe, when he comen into the 
Wants at the rate that is offered for it. The people 








are patriotic, erous, willing, nay, more than 

willing, eager Scosde the efferts of the Govern- 

ment—none more so than the capitalists and mer- 

chants of our great commercial centers—and they 

will advance their money as eheaply as the cir- 

cumstances of the times enable them to do. If 

they offer five, or four, or three, or two per cent. 

premium—in short, anything above par—it seems 

to us the true policy to take it, rather than to tike 

a part of a loan at the higher rates, and then be 

ferced to come into the market again in a few days 

with another appeal. In all such cases it happens 

almost universally that the second call does not re- 
sult in as good @ bargain for the Government as the 
first call seeured. e trust, therefore, that Mr. 
Chase will accept the whele of his seventy-five 
millions at the best rates, without postpo a 
cent to future chances.” 

What he Post says also in regard to making 
these new six per cent. bonds convertible into 
legal-tender notes we like very much : 

“There is one other suggestion we should like to 
make, and that is, to repeat what we have frequent- 
ly before urged— namely, that, in the issue of the 
new six per cent. Treasury bills, the should be made 
convertible at the will of the holder into legal- 
tender notes. Even in any shape they will not 
materially swell the currency, but will be largely 
absorbed us investments; bat, in the shape we rec- 
ommend, we believe that they would all be re- 
tained by the community as investment, and by a 
part of the community—men of small means—who 
could not be reached in any other way. They 
weuld clutch at such notes and hold them perma- 
nently, and in that manner, too, fall under an al- 
ditional inducement for attachment and fidelity to 
the institutions of the country.” 

We hope Secretary Chase will at once adept this 
suggestion ; for we are confident that, with such an 
agreement, all the money desired could be had, and 
at a better rate of premium than en any other 
plan.

MONEY MARKET. 


THE2E is no stringency in the market, nor ap- 
pearance of any untoward times, notwithstanding 
the croaking of many. The Government has felt 
itself strong enough te refuse part of the amount 
offered for the seventy-five millions new 6 per cent. 
United States steck, only taking ferty-two millions, 
which was tendered at 104 to 110. This is already 
reselling in the market at 1064106} ; and the takers 
of the forty-two millions are, most of them, ready 
te take the remaining thirty-three millions wanted 
by Mr. Chase, if he will agree. Moncey is easy on 
loan at 6 per cent. to old established houses. Gold 
has advanced te 197? (on Monday). The export de- 
mand is active. $1,886,663 was shipped in all last 
week, and the custom duties absorbed $781,000. 
The importations last week amounted in value to 
$3,367,514, an apparent increase over those of the 
corresponding weck of last year ; but, allowing for 
the increase in duties and prices, is a real deerease. 
The quantities are less, much less. Foreign ex- 
change is steady. Sixty-day bankers’ sterling bills 
sell at 110a110; per cent. for gold, and at 2174218 
per cent. for currency. 

The banks have greatly extended their loans the 
last week, while the deposits in bank have run 
down three millions; and they have lost specie to 
the extent of 1} millions. 

The exports of produce last week exceeded the 
value ef the imports, being $5,231,326 experis 
against $3,427,529 ef imports. 

The “Gold” bill has become law. It is stated 
that the Secretary will withdraw and destroy all 
the 5 per cent. legal tenders that are paid into 
the Treasury, thus diminishing wholesomely a part 
of the Government circulation, to the extent of the 
new loan. The total public debt, including all 
legal tender notes and unpaid requisitions, is 
$1,719,395,168 88. 

The stock market is dull, and prices somewhat 
irregular. . Holders, however, appear strong and 
unyielding in price. 


DRY GOODS. 


Tue cotton goods market has received a great 
impetus, and prices have advanced 25 per cent. 
within the last ten days. The excitement is ex- 
treme. The stock of goods is very light in all 
hands. Raw cotton has advanced to 150 cents 
for middlings, and will probably be higher before 
what we write is published and read. The demand 
for prints is very heavy, and all offered is readily 
taken. Many parcels are resold, and some receiy- 
ers are withholding their goods. The best styles 
are very scarce. Inferier styles are taken, and 
speculation is rife. Bleached and brown shirtings 
and sheetings are brisk ef sale, at very advanced 
prices. The supply is limited. Prices advance 
daily, and the quotations of the day cannot be re- 
lied on as those of the day followiag. Ginghams 
are very scarce. Denims, stripes, and ticks are 
also higher, and sell quickly. Woolen goods are 
steady in price, with a slight upward tendency. 
Desirable styles ef fancy cassimeres are active. 
The production has much increased under the in- 
creased tariff on foreign goods. Some Fall styles 
are selling. Delaines of Fall styles are selling at 
this unusually early period for such goods, and 
while the assertment is meager. All seasonable 
goeds are eut of market. Balmoral skirts are very 
active, ata large advance. Mere is doing also in 
satinets, at improved prices. Doeskins are very 
active; blacks are scarce and much wanted. All 
wool broadcloths are active, at rising prices. Beay- 
ers are much higher and active. Blue and gray 
flannels are in brisk activity. Tbe market for 
weolen shawls has already opened for Fall goods. 
Indeed the Fall demand for all goods that ean pos- 
sibly be ebtained thus early is being anticipated, 
buyers looking for higher prices. In foreign goods 
much dullness prevails, yet in some descriptions 
there is considerable activity—such as staple silk 
goods, alpacas, ceburgs, Italian cloths, French de- 
lJaines, and merinos. Ribbons are inactive. The 
auction sales are limited to fancy goods, for which 
the season is over, but which are selling to hold 
over, as they cannot be replaced at cost price.
